Happy reaction 
to flight of 
shuttle orbiter

The world’s most sophisticated space vehicle made its first trip off the 
earth’s surface Friday morning — bolted to the back of another aircraft. 
As the 747-100 superjet lifted off the ground with the first Shuttle Orbiter at­ 
tached. a public information office representative of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration jumped up and down alongside the runway with her 
hands over her ears shouting, “ It flies! It actually can fly!” 
This reaction at Runway 4 at Edwards Air Force Base seemed to capture 
the general feeling of nearly everyone viewing the unusual takeoff. 
There was no reason to expect that the mated aircraft could not take off. 
Wind tunnel predictions had shown that the flight was feasible, and project 
engineers never would have allowed the experiment to take place had there 
been any doubt. 
And yet there was a general feeling of jubilation and even relief when flight 
was achieved. Cheers, whistles and applause followed the takeoff. 
With the 144,000-pound orbiter on its back, and 747 took off with a gross 
weight of 585,000 pounds. It was off the ground 7,500 feet down the runway and 
had achieved its desired altitude of 16,000 feet about 10 minutes into the flight. 
Flying an oval pattern over the desert extending some 70 miles long and 25 
miles wide, the 747 achieved speeds of 370 miles per hour, or nearly 600 knots. 
It occasionally came into view of ground observers at Edwards. 
During the flight, which lasted just over two hours, the crew intentionally 
disturbed the aircraft to check its stability under various simulated emergen­ 
cies. The maneuvers included shutting off the 747’s engines in sequence and 
checking the effects. The crew reported no appreciable change in stability as a 
result of these tests. 
All of the tests were viewed live over closed circuit television in the News 
Center at Dryden Flight Research Center at Edwards as they were 
photographed from a chase plane. There appeared to be no visual effect on the 
aircraft as the tests were checked off with rapid precision. 
The piggyback flight, first of six experiments in which the Orbiter is unman­ 
ned and its engines without power, was necessary because the Orbiter, unlike a 
conventional airplane, does not have air-breathing engines necessary for 
powered flight within the atmosphere. 
When all of the systems are proved out in the unmanned tests, there will be 
five active flights in which the Orbiter will be manned by two NASA astronauts 
and the systems will be electronically powered. The flights still will be made 
with the Orbiter attached to the 747. 
Actual release of the Orbiter, named Enterprise, is scheduled to occur in the 
first of eight free flights on July 22 this year. These flights will be unpowered 
with NASA astronauts gliding the Enterprise to a landing at Edwards, from an 
altitude of 20.000 feet. 
When tests are completed, the Enterprise will be flown piggyback aboard the 
747 to NASA’s Marshall Space Flight Center at Huntsville, Ala., to undergo 
ground vibration tests Afterward it will be returned to Rockwell International 
facilities at Palmdale to be outfitted for orbital flight sometime in the earlv 
1980s 
Using data obtained in the first Orbiter tests, a second Orbiter (102) now un­ 
der construction in Palmdale, actually will be the first Space Shuttle craft to go 
into orbit in 1979, from Kennedy Space Center in Florida 
Then, to accommodate polar orbital launches, operations will begin in 1982 
from Vandenberg Air Force Base, using Orbiter 103 
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Dissident interference 
prompts Kremlin warning 


MOSCOW (U P I) - The Kremlin has 
bluntly warned the Carter administra­ 
tion any further “ interfering” on behalf 
of Soviet dissidents could damage rela­ 
tions between the two superpowers. 
In an article Sunday, the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda also said 
detente could be “ impeded and 
hampered” but not halted by recent U.S. 
statements on behalf of human rights ac­ 
tivists 
Western diplomats expressed fears the 
growing dispute over the nghts issue 
might endanger the chances of renewing 
a five-year strategic arms limitation 
pact that expires late this vear. 
Pravda praised President Carter’s re­ 
cent remarks on the need for arms con­ 
trol but called on him to match words 
with deeds 
“ Words are not enough,” Pravda 
wrote. “ Statesmen are judged not by 
words, but deeds. And the deeds of the 
new U.S. administration do not square 
with the positive development of Soviet- 
American relations.” 
Working against the “ positive 
development” of closer relations, it said, 
were "attempts at interfering in our in­ 
ternal affairs, in the affairs of some 
other socialist countries on the plea of 
human rights.”

“ Of course,” Pravda wrote, “ those at­ 
tempts were rejected.” 
“ In order to enhance the relaxation of 
tensions, it is essential to issue a resolute 
rebuff to (Soviet) opponents who are 
busy poisoning the international at­ 
mosphere ...,” the paper said. 
But at the same time, it stressed what 
it presented as the inevitability of the 
continuing process of detente, saying, 
“ The relaxation of tensions can be 
hampered, impeded but it cannot be 
halted.” 


The article appeared to reflect grow­ 
ing Kremlin disquiet over recent state­ 
ments from the White House and State 
Department supporting the Soviet 
Union’s dissident movement. 
Last week, in an unprecedented move, 
Carter sent a personal letter to Andrei 
Sakharov, the Nobel Prize-winning 
nuclear physicist who gave up his career 
to campaign for greater human rights. 
Moscow expressed its displeasure 
Thursday in a complaint delivered in 
Washington by Soviet Ambassador 


Anatoly Dobrynin. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance is 
scheduled to come to Moscow March 28 
to resume talks on a new strategic arms 
lim itation pact. The current one, 
negotiated five years ago by former 
President Richard Nixon, expires in Oc­ 
tober. 
Western diplomats have expressed 
fears that continued disagreement over 
the human rights issue could sour the at­ 
mosphere sufficiently to endanger the

battle ends 


DALLAS (U PI) — Firemen today suc­ 
cessfully ended a 12-hour battle to pre­ 
vent further explosions of railroad 
tanker cars containing liquefied propane 
that blew up during the night in an in­ 
dustrial suburb adjoining several apart­ 
ment buildings 
The fire department pronounced the 
fire out just after sunrise on the 55-car 
Santa Fe freight tram and surrounding 
buildings where flames spread. 
At first, officials feared the flames 
might reach cars carrying polyvinyl 
chloride and release deadly chlorine gas. 
But workers uncoupled the tankers filled 
with polyvinyl chloride and pulled them 
away from the rest of the train 
Two tankers containing propane blew 
up within minutes of each other, and 
much of the effort thereafter was to keep 
two other cars containing the same sub­ 
stance from going up 
At least one secondary explosion was 
reported. 
Firemen were unable to use water to 
put out the liquid gas fire but throughout 
the night played firehoses on other 
tankers, keeping them cool to prevent 
further explosions.

DAMASCUS, Syria (U PI) — Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance ended his Middle 
East fact-finding missions today with 
private assurances from Arab leaders 
that the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion will soften its demand for the 
destruction of Israel. 
Vance left Syria, the last stop on his 
eight-day, six-nation tour, saying the 
Arabs and Israelis were prepared to 
negotiate an overall peace settlement at 
a Geneva conference later this year, but 
still disagreed on the key issue of how 
the Palestinians should be represented in 
the talks. 
He was sheduled to arrive at Andrews 
Air Force Base near Washington at 
about 8 p m. EST 
“ All parties are agreed that if the 
procedural questions (of Palestinian par­ 
ticipation) can be resolved, they are 
prepared to discuss all substantive ques­ 
tions at Geneva without preconditions,” 
Vance told reporters after almost three 
hours of talks with Syrian President 
Hafez Assad. 
U.S. officials said both Assad and 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat told 
Vance they were “ doing their best to get 
the Palestinians to shape up and soften 
their call for the destruction of Israel ” 
They said such a shift in the PLO stand 
could remove the main obstacle to 
reconvening peace talks with the 
Palestinians included 
The PLO demand for a “ secular 
democratic state in ail of Palestine” — 
meaning the end of Israel as a Jewish 
state — has been a major thorn in the 
Israelis’ side. Israeli officials told Vance 
in Jerusalem last week that they might 
consider negotiating with the Palesti­ 
nians if the PLO eliminated the demand 
from its “ national covenant” or consti­ 
tution. 
Sadat and Assad did not say explicitly 
that they wanted the PLO to recognize 
Israel’s right to exist, Vance’s aides 
said But the Arab leaders told Vance 
that “ things will happen in March,” 
hinting that the PLO National Council, or 
“ parliament-in-exile,” will significantly

even on their definitions of “ peace.” 


“ One must be careful not to be over- 
optimistic,” he said, but “ the fact that 
all believe desperately in the need for 
peace is a positive factor.” 


He said he considered his Mideast 
tour, his first trip abroad as Secretary of 
State, a success if only because it gave 
him a chance to meet Arab and Israeli 
leaders in person “ As President Assad 
said, there is no substitute for meeting a 
man face-to-face and looking him in the 
eye,” Vance said 
Carter, Trudeau meet 
to get acquainted 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Carter began his second month in office 
today with a scheduled get-acquainted 
visit from Canadian Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau. 
He also planned last-minute work on a 
message which goes to Congress Tues­ 
day on several controversial changes in 
the Ford administration budget. 
Trudeau, embroiled at home in a 
political battle with Quebec separatists, 
was the second foreign head of state 
Carter has invited to the United States, 
following by a week the visit of Mexican 
President Jose Lopez Portillo 
Chief among the topics Carter and 
Trudeau were expected to discuss is 
America’s energy problem. 
Canada, which voluntarily increased 
its allotment of natural gas and oil to the 


United States during January’s cold 
weather crisis, will decide later this year 
whether to support a plan to bring 
Alaskan gas to other American states via 
a pipeline across Canada 
According to reports in Montreal, 
Trudeau also was expected to give 
Carter a first-hand report on Quebec 
Province, where Prem ier Rene 
Levasque is pushing for separation from 
the Canadian union. Trudeau has warned 
that such a separation would leave 
Canada vulnerable to other “ spheres of 
influence.” 
Besides setting aside several hours for 
talks during Trudeau’s two-day visit, 
Carter scheduled a state dinner Monday 
night and arranged for the Canadian 
leader to address a joint session of 
Congress Tuesday. 
No commitments to labor 
proposals, secretary says 


MIAMI BEACH, Fla (U P I) - Labor 
Secretary Ray Marshall, who agrees 
with labor on most issues, insisted today 
he has not committed the adminis­ 
tration to any of the legislative proposals 
the AFL-CIO will be seeking in Congress 
this year. 
Marshall spoke to reporters following 
a one-hour, closed-door meeting with the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council, here to 
draft its 1977 legislative package 
The package will inculde an omnibus 
bill to revise federal labor law and a 
proposal to guarantee collective bargain­ 
ing for public employes 
Asked if he had committed the ad­ 
ministration to any of these proposals, 
Marshall replied, “ No.” 
He added AFL-CIO leaders had not 
asked him for a firm commitment. 


But Marshall said President Carter 
would stand behind his campaign com­ 
mitments to labor. 
“ I think you can rely on his campaign 
statements,” Marshall said. 


Carter has said he supports bargaining 
rights for public employes He also has 
promised to sign two controversial 
proposals to revise labor laws — one of 
them dealing with construction picketing 
rights and the other to repeal the so- 
called “ right to work” statutes. 


Marshal! said labor’s only quarrel with 
the administration to date has been over 
th size of Carter’s economic stimulus 
package. But he said the relationship 
between the administration and labor is 
“ too strong to be ruptured by disagree­ 
ment over the stimulus ”

In Tanzania, a government newspaper 
reported that Amin personally shot the 
three after they were flogged and hit in a 
“ bizarre” series of events 
The controversial and flamboyant 
African leader reiterated previous 
charges that a “ group of desperate men 
(including the Archbishop and the 
cabinet ministers) intended to wipe out a 
large number of Ugandans” in a coup at­ 
tempt 
He sent a telegram to William Eteki, 
secretary general of the 48-nation 
Organization of African Unity calling 
reports on the deaths of the three men 


“ exaggerated Zionist propaganda.’’ He 
said “ any government is welcome to 
send a delegation to Uganda to see what 
has taken place.” 
Telephone 
communication with 
Uganda, cut Saturday, remained 
severed, raising fears for the lives of 
church elders and their families who 
have run afoul of Amin. 
The A ll A frica Conference of 
Churches, an umbrella organization for 
more than 100 Protestant churches, 
demanded the immediate diplomatic 
isolation of Uganda in an effort to topple 
Amin, following what it called the 
“ murder” last week of Anglican 
Archbishop Janam Luwum by Amin’s 
troops 
Two ministers, Charles Oboth Ofumbi 
and Lt Col Erinayo Oryema were killed 
at the same time

Reynolds is being conducted ac­ 
cording to county guidelines is 
expected to get under way this 
week, (week of Feb. 21) 
County Administrative Of­ 
ficer Raymond D Johnson, who 
is R e y n o ld s ’ im m e d iate 
superior, said there has been a 
slight delay in starting the in­ 
quiry due to the fact that he and 
two supervisors named to look 
into the affairs of the office 
have been tied down with other 
duties in the past week. 
Named with Johnson to check 
into Reynolds’ office are First 
D istrict 
Supervisor 
David 
Yager and Second District 
Supervisor Robert E Kallman. 
Their report is to be made to 
the board in several weeks, it 
was indicated. 
The county supervisors voted 
3-2 to conduct the inquiry 
following charges by Board 
Chairman Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa Maria, that there ap­ 
peared to be an environmental 
“ conspiracy” involving OEQ 
resulting in its being an ad­ 
vocate department rather than 
a fact-finding one. 
Johnson was asked how the 
inquiry would be conducted. He 
replied that that he and the 
supervisors presumably would 
compare the guidelines for 
operation of the office with the 
record of Reynolds' activities.

Johnson pointed out that 
Reynolds' work with the oil 
pipeline task force and as a key 
figure in the National Associa­ 
tion of County Governments 
was approved bv the board, as 
were his activities in helping to 
set up the country’s first as­ 
sociation of environmental 
professionals. 
Fletcher charged Reynolds’ 
office sent out materials about 
Exxon Co.. U S A 
to new 
Interior Secretary Cecil Andrus 
and Gov Brown that should not 
have gone out. after the board 
called on Andrus to suspend Ex­ 
xon’s offshore permit, pending 
a piepline study. 
The board chairm an in­ 
timated that Third District 
Supervisor William Wallace's 
office had a hand in it. Johnson 
and Reynolds said the material 
was sent as a result of a clerical 
error, and Wallace charged

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Governors 
warn of 
drought 


D E N V E R (U P I) - The 
current drought in the Western 
United States could cause food 
shortages and cripple the 
nation’s economy worse than 
the Dust Bowl days of the 1930s, 
governors from the affected 
region told Interior Secretary 
Cecil Andrus Sunday. 
Nebraska Gov. Jim Exon said 
the drought was worse than in 
the 1930s because it had spread 
from the Great Plains states to 
the West Coast He predicted 
food shortages in the near 
future unless the federal 
government took steps to build 
up a surplus. 
“A priority of the administra­ 
tion should be to look at the ef­ 
fects of the drought in the next 
two months and look at our food 
surplus as an asset and not a 
liability,” Exon said 
Colorado Gov. Richard D. 
Lamm invited representatives 
of 18 states to the strategy ses­ 
sion for coping with the 
drought 
“ We’re faced with one of the 
greatest challenges to ever hit 
the West,” Lamm said ‘‘We've 
had drought before but there 
never have been so many peo­ 
ple affected ” 
Andrus, noting the drought 
was “ real, immediate and 
could be very devastating” , 
said the governors made it 
clear they want federal relief 
programs before the states are 
declared disaster areas. 
The governors also said they 
were “ shocked ’ President 
Carter was considering cutting 
funds for 18 water reclamation 
projects when the West was in 
the midst of its worst drought 
since the dust bowl davs of the 
1930s. 
Further 
recommendations 
were expected to be developed 
at another meeting of the 
governors next Sunday in 
Washington. D C , prior to the 
opening of the National Gover­ 
nor's Conference Andrus said 
he also would recommend 
President Carter appoint a 
national drought relief coor­ 
dinator. 
Lamm said his recommenda­ 
tion for the coordinator's job 
would be Jack Watson, secre­ 
tary to the Cabinet and the head 
of the Carter transition team 
Jack Barnett executive di­ 
rector of the Western States 
Water Council, said a Jan 31 
survey showed stream flow in 
11 western states at 40 to 50 per 
cent below normal 
“ And those are optimistic 
figures because they were 
based on the assumption that 
precipitation would be normal 
from here on out,” Barnett 
said 
“ It hasn’t been and a 
record Western drought is in­ 
dicated " 
Gov Jerry Brown, calling the 
California drought “ the worst 
in recorded history", said 
water conservation must be 
considered with energy conser­ 
vation He recommended more 
federal funds be spent on 
research for recycling waste 
water and desalimzation of sea 
water 
Other governors said their 
states needed immediate help 
for farmers and ranchers who 
were experiencing economic 
depression before the drought 
Gov David Boren of Oklahoma

Japanese art workshop built in 
Japan Town in San Francisco." 
she said “ They’ve asked me. if 
everything is OK. if I can teach 
a drawing class over there I d 
love to do that ” 
Ms Yoshimura, 34, a fugitive 
from 1972 to 1975 when she was 
captured with Miss Hearst in 
San Francisco, was born in a 
Japanese internment camp in 
northern California during 
World War II She is a graduate 
of the California College of Arts 
and Crafts and worked briefly 
as a commercial artist 
The charges against her were 
a result of the discovery of a 


bomb factory in a garage in 
nearby Berkeley. Authorities 
said she rented the garage The 
discovery resulted in prison 
sentences for three men. in­ 
cluding her boyfriend 
She disappeared at the time 
of their arrest. She was first 
linked with Miss Hearst and the 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
when her fingerprints were dis­ 
covered in a Pennsylvania 
farmhouse which the fugitives 
had been using as a hideout 
Ms Yoshimura also told the 
Tribune that she felt it was a 
mistake to join up with the SLA 
“ That was a stupid judgment 
on my part, to have done that," 
she said “ In retrospect I didn't 
follow my instinct 
"W hat if you were ap­ 
proached by someone about 
meeting these people, wouldn’t 
you instinctively say no0 Well. I 
had that instinct, but I didn't 
follow it ” 
Ms Yoshimura declined to 
discuss her years in the un­ 
derground as well as Miss 
Hearst or other SLA members

Water project deletions 
fulfilled campaign vows 


DENVER (U PI) - Interior 
Secretary Cecil Andrus insists 
President Carter was honoring 
his campaign promise of work­ 
ing toward a balanced budget 
by recommending deleting 
funds for 18 water reclamation 
projects 
Andrus defended the recom­ 
mendation Sunday at a meeting 
with governors or their re­ 
presentatives from 18 states, 
called to discuss the drought in 
the western United States 
“ President Carter was elect­ 
ed because he went before the 
people and said in four years we 
would have a balanced budget,” 
said Andrus, who resigned the 
governorship of Idaho to take 
the job of interior secretary 
“ That is what he is trying to do 
by taking time to look at the 
projects.” 
The governors said they were 


“ sho cked ’ ’ C a rte r was 
considering cutting funds for 
water storage and irrigation 
projects when the West was in 
the midst of its worst drought 
since the Dust Bowl days of the 
1930s 
“ I ’m going right back to 
Washington to try to get that 
money back,” said Gov. Rich­ 
ard Kneip of South Dakota 
“ We had the Oaho Project 
to store water from the Mis­ 
souri River right at our finger­ 
tips and now we learn that the 
funds are being cut.” 
Colorado Gov 
Richard D 
Lamm said Carter’s recom­ 
mendation affected projects 
that had been on the drawing 
board for several years The 
President's proposed budget 
calls for deleting more than $28 
million in federal funds for four 
Colorado water reclamation 


projects. 


Andrus said there was no as­ 
surances Carter’s 1978 budget 
recommendations would be ac­ 
cepted by Congress. 


“ This doesn’t mean the 
projects are going to be axed,” 
said Andrus. “ This is only the 
recommendation for the 1978 
budget and the money can be 
reinstated if that is the desire of 
Congess.” 
Andrus apologized to the 
governors for having to learn of 
the action through the news 
media 
“ The timing of the announce­ 
ment was unfortunate because 
there was no time to notify the 
people involved before they 
read it in their newspapers,” he 
said “ It is regrettable the in­ 
formation got out before the 
governors were contacted ” 
Fords still miss White House 
PALM SPRINGS. Calif - 
The Fords miss the White 
House — “ You can't help but 
miss it” — but enjoy their pre­ 
sent life and so far are un­ 
critical of their successors 
Appearing tanned, rested and 
happy, Gerald and Betty Ford 
played hosts for an interview in 
the luxurious California desert 
home they have rented for a 
year at the Thunderbird Coun­ 
try Club They are building a 
home near the 13th fairway at 
the Club with a magnificent 
view of the desert and the 
mountains. 
“ How do you like this 
hardship post?” Ford asked. “ I 
really enjoy it It makes a lot of 
sense for Betty too. and it’s 


helping me to improve my golf

LONDON (UPI) - British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Crosland will be buried today at 
private family services near his 
Oxford country home 


His death Saturday came at a 
critical point in British foreign 
and domestic affairs and 
political sources said Prime 
Minister James Callaghan was 
expected to announce a cabinet 
shuffle tonight. 
The 58-year-old Crosland died 
six days after suffering a stroke 
and never regained con­ 
sciousness His American-born 
wife. Susan, was at his side 
when he died 
Crosland had been deeply in­ 
volved in delicate negotiations 
for the transition to black 
majority rule in Rhodesia and 
for the past two months had 
chaired several European Com­ 
mon Market meetings 
Crosland and Chancellor of 
the Exchequer Denis Healey 
originally had been expected to 
trade jobs this summer in a 
long-planned cabinet realign­ 
ment. 


But the sources said Callag­ 
han may not want to shift 
Healey now because he is 
negotiating with labor unions 
over increasingly unpopular 
pay restraints and preparing 
the annual budget for delivery 
March 29. 
One British newspaper specu­ 
lated Sunday that Callaghan 
might consider naming Sir 
Harold Wilson, his predecessor 
as prime minister, as foreign 
secretary on an interim basis 
Callaghan also could take 
over the foreign policy portfolio 
himself on a temporary basis. 
Political sources said Cal­ 
laghan. faced with those three 
alternatives, would more likely 
replace Crosland with Healey, 
the Labor party’s spokesman on 
foreign affairs when it was out 
of power 
If Healey moves to the 
foreign office, the sources said, 
the likely candidates to replace 
him would be Home Secretary 
Merlyn Rees, a trained econo­ 
mist. Trade Secretary Edmund 
Dell, and Environment Secre­ 
tary Peter Shore

“ Not that I approve of living 
in sin.” she added “ He equates 
looking at a lady with lust as 
sinful He obviously interprets 
the Bible literally I believe in 
the Bible I study it every day 
But I think the Bible is made up 
of stories and examples set to 
inspire us to lead a good life ” 
Asked what he thought of 
Carter’s strong public defense 
of human rights and support of 
Soviet dissidents. Ford said. “ I 
don’t think I ought at this stage 
to make any comment Give 
them time Hopefully they’ll do 
the right things.” 
He said he believes Carter 
has the opportunity to make 
decisions “helpful in the long 
run to peace in the world.” He 
cited the areas as the Middle 
East, South Africa and an 
agreement on limiting strategic 
nuclear arms (SALT 2).

When 
dried, the book is now ready for 
decorating Ingenuity comes into play in 
the choice of acrylic paints or tints, 
colored or white paper or even cloth to 
form a background for the memorabilia 
used to fill the open pages. Decorative 


edgings may be used—pearls, braid, 
paper lace or such 
Contents of the book as well are a 
strictly personal choice to carry a theme 
or convey a special meaning Suggested 
material includes baby pictures or an­ 
nouncements. graduation, wedding, an­ 
niversary pictures, or those of pets, hob­

Sunday night In Washington, a

Edwards said the move to 
fire him came as a surprise at a 
congregation meeting called to 
discuss an overdue church bill, 
and that he resigned when 
serious discussion of his dismis­ 
sal arose

Edwards drew the wrath of 
some church members when he 
objected to a board of deacons’ 
decision not to accept a black 
activist as a member shortly 
before the November election 
The deacons enforced a 1965 
church rule barring blacks and 
“ agitators,” which was later 
rescinded 
When Carter came home as 


president-elect, the congrega­ 
tion held a special Sunday 
meeting and voted to keep the 
pastor and set up a "watch- 
care" committee to screen 
membership applicants of all 
races.

landmarks proposed 


The board of supervisors will 
designate two more county 
historical landmarks in the 
Santa Ynez Valley when it 
meets Tuesday afternoon 
Recommended for county 
landmark status are the tiny 
Santa Ynez Branch Library and 
the two-story adobe located on 
Rancho El Alamo Pintado near 
Ballard 
The Santa Ynez Branch 
Library was founded in 1912 and 
was the first to come into being 
in California under the county 
library law of 1909 It is housed 
in a modest frame structure 
measuring 12 by 14 feet and is 
located next to the Santa Ynez 
V alley 
H istorical Society 
Museum on Sagunto Street 
The tw o-story adobe on 
Rancho El Alamo Pintado was 
built in 1884 by a pair of 
Englishmen known only as 
D B W. Alexander and Grundy 
and was the setting for the 
fashionable Fonda del Alamo 
Pintado Inn 
The ranch and the adobe are 
owned today by the trust of the 
late Samuel de la Cuesta who 
purchased the property in 1937 
with his wife. Eileen Mr De la 
Cuesta. a member of one of the 
valley's first families, died a 
little more than three years ago 
and his widow has lived since 
that time at the Santa Ynez 
Valley Recovery Residence 
The adobe is well preserved 


and its outer walls were com- 
pletly restored and resurfaced 
last year in an effort to 
preserve the historic structure 
The adobe today provides of­ 
fice space for the De la Cuesta 
grandsons.

Schools biggest 
users of money 


SA C RA M EN TO (U P I) - 
Schools were the biggest users 
of money in the state general 
fund the first seven months of 
fiscal year 1976-77, while sales 
tax provided most of the 
revenue, it was reported today. 
State Controller Ken Cory 
said sales tax money was the 
major revenue source for the 
general fund with $2.2 billion 
and school apportionments of 
$1.7 billion accounted for the 
major disbursement. 
Outgo exceeded inflow to the 
fund, with expenditures for the 
same period totaling $6 2 billion 
compared to $5.5 billion in 
receipts. 
Cory said the cash flow main­ 
tained its customary pattern of 
receipts arriving more heavily 
in the final months of the fiscal 
year while expenditures follow 
a more regular monthly pattern 
and usually run ahead of 
receipts most of the year. 
Revenue receipts for the 
period ending Jan. 31 were up 
14.87 per cent from the same 
seven months last year and ex­ 
penditures rose 13.11 per cent 
from the year before, Cory 
said 
Other major revenue sources 
included: personal income tax. 
$1.9 billion; bank and corpora­ 
tion franchise and income tax.

Code of ethics 


Congress is once again at­ 
tempting to lay down effective 
guidelines for ethical conduct. 
Some signs of meaning 
business are apparent. The 
House has removed as sub­ 
com m ittee chairm an the 
Florida congressman it for­ 
mally reprimanded last year 
for unethical conduct. This 
was followed by release of a 
stiff set of proposed standards 
by an advisory commission 
composed of House members 
and private citizens. A third 
hurdle was cleared when the 
Senate created a special com­ 
m ittee to recommend by 
March 1 a new Code of Con­ 
duct for Senators. 
However, agreement on an 
effective method to oversee 
and ensure enforcement of the 
codes may be the toughest hur­ 
dle Congress must conquer. 
The last thing members of 
Congress wish to do is judge 


and punish their colleagues for 
misconduct. The sorry history 
of the House and Senate Ethics 
Committees shows a propen­ 
sity to duck any judgment of a 
fellow member. 
Until the reprimand to Rep. 
Robert Sikes of Florida in 
1976, the House Ethics Com­ 
mittee had never formally in­ 
vestigated the ethical conduct 
of any member of Congress, 
though several had been con­ 
victed by the courts. The 
Senate had not investigated a 
Senator sin ce 1967 when 
Thomas Dodd of Connecticut 
was censured for misuse of 
funds. 
Congress can write all of the 
ethics codes they desire, but 
unless there is some provision 
and method of enforcement, it 
is really an exercise in futility 
and merely a show for the 
hard-paying taxpayers and 
citizens they represent.

Pitched battle on pickets 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The lob­ 
bying armies of organized labor and big 
business are girding for an all-out war in 
Congress over an issue of minimal 
relevance and even less interest to the 
average American voter. 
That is not. of course, how the comba­ 
tants characterize their forthcoming 
clash over legislation 
to 
e x p a n d 
th e 
picketing rights of 
building trades unions 
at construction sites 
around the country. 
To hear big labor 
tell it, the so-cailed 
“ com m on 
s i t u s ” 
picketing bill that 
comes up for a House 
com m ittee 
hearing 
Feb. 22 would over­ 
night recharge the 
eco n o m y 
and 
eliminate unemploy­ 
ment. If you believe 
big bu sin ess, the 
measure would doom 
the free enterprise 
system and plunge the nation into a new 
Depression. 
The claims on both sides are grossly 
exaggerated, as even the antagonists 
will concede off the record. But it makes 
no difference. The shooting is about to 
start, and every single member of 
Congress will be caught in the crossfire. 
Pitched battles between special in­ 
terests are commonplace on Capitol Hill. 
Issues like strip mining, oil and gas 
deregulation, minimum wage increases 
and clean air standards bring lobbyists 
out in battalion force. 
Yet none of these ever generates the 
mail volume, arm-twisting and sheer 
passion that accompanies the periodic 
consideration of common situs picketing 
legislation. 
“This one and the repeal of 14-B (the 
right-to-work section of the Taft-Harley 
labor law) set off holy wars,” said a lob­ 
byist for the U.S. Chamber of Com­ 
merce. 
Both labor and management regard 
the issue as a litmus test for dis­ 
tinguishing their political friends from 
foes A “wrong" vote can costa member 
of Congress thousands of dollars in com- 
paign contributions. 
What the unions are seeking is the 
right to throw a picket line around an en­ 
tire construction site even if a labor dis­ 
pute involves only one subcontractor on 
the job. The Supreme Court banned such 
picketing in 1951 as an illegal secondary 
boycott, and organized labor has been 
trying to persuade Congress to overturn 
the court ruling ever since.

A legend in his own time 


In late 1975, the 94th Congress finally 
gave labor what it wanted. But President 
Ford, who had publicly promised to sign 
the common situs bill, buckled under 
fierce lobbying pressure from business 
groups and vetoed it instead. His tur­ 
nabout follow ed w arnings from 
numerous state finance chairmen of his 
campaign organization that contribu­ 
tions for his primary battle against 
Ronald Reagan would dry up if he signed 
the bill. 
Ford’s own Secretary of Labor, John 
Dunlop, promptly resigned in protest. He 
had personally helped write the bill and 
had assured the unions they could rely on 
Ford's pledge to sign the bill. AFL-CIO 
President George L Meany threw a fit, 
vowing to commit labor's full political 
force to defeating Ford — a promise he 
kept. 
Jim m y C arter, who reaped the 
benefits of labor’s rage, promised during 
his own campaign that he would sign the 
common situs bill if Congress again 
enacts it. 
e 
Business groups fighting the measure 
take Carter at his word. "We’re going to 
have to Mock the bill in the Senate, 
probably with a filibuster. There won’t 
be any veto at the end of the road this 
time," one lobbyist said. 
Even though labor still packs a whale 
of a wallop in the Senate, the 1976 elec­ 
tions may have tipped the balance just 
slightly against the common situs bill It 
takes 60 votes to cut off a filibuster, and 
only 62 senators voted to do so in the last 
showdown. 
At least four of those 62 were defeated 
in 
N o v em b er by c o n s e rv a tiv e 
Republicans almost certain to support a 
filibuster this year. Seven other return­ 
ing members voted to invoke cloture and 
choke off the filibuster but then opposed 
the bill itself when the final roll was 
called 
"We re going to work on those guys." a 
business lobbyist said. "If they believe 
this is a bad bill, they're going to have to 
vote against cloture. It’s the only way to 
stop it,” 


WASHINGTON - Gary Gilmore died 
thumbing his nose at society. He gulped 
down some contraband whiskey and 
glared around the execution room. 
"Let’s do it," he said tersely. Then a 
Utah firing squad did its grim duty. 
Now a psychological study by his 
prison doctor suggests that Gilmore may 
have stage-managed 
his own dramatic exit 
He certainly had the 
flair for it. He was 
bright enough, with a 
sense of drama and a 
way with words 
A ccording to his 
psychological history, 
he was “ extremely 
hostile and aggres­ 
sive." He often boiled 
over with rage But he 
also had a "predisposi­ 
tion for acting out 
b e h a v io r" and a 
stran g e ability to 
manipulate other peo­ 
ple. 
His co n fid e n tia l 
records reveal that he led hunger strikes 
and organized suicide pacts in other 
prisons. There was a suspicion that he 
sqmetimes persuaded inmates to take 
suicidal risks which he shrewdly avoided 
himself. For example, he once reported­ 
ly mixed water with the blood from his 
wrist wounds to make the bleeding look 
worse than it was. 
These incidents had their dramatic ef­ 
fect But the ultimate drama for Gary 
Gilmore was the death wait at Utah state 
prison. The chief medical officer, Dr. 
Calvin Reed Brown, told us that Gilmore 
was fully aware of the impact he was 
having on a nation debating its first ex­ 
ecution in a decade. 
The condemned man began a 25-day 
hunger strike to dramatize his demand 
for a speedy execution But Dr. Brown, 
breaking official silence, said Gilmore 
complained of a headache and took 
medication every four hours. TTiis con­ 
tained enough sugar to keep him going, 
the doctor reported. 
Gilmore also purchased 6200 worth of 
groceries at the prison commissary and 
stashed the food in his cell. Throughout 
most of the hunger strike, he was con­ 
fined in a recreation room near the 
cafeteria. He complained mightily about 
the location and demanded to be moved 
away from the cafeteria, lest the public 
get the impression his refusal to eat was 
a sham 


Another tim e, the doctor asked 
Gilmore during a physical examination 
whether he really wanted to die. "You 
know I do." replied the convict. “The 
papers have said it." 


He appeared always to have one eye on 
the audience as he played out his macho 
role One of his last requests was for a 
copy of the Newsweek c*>ver story on 
him. 


But for sheer drama, few scenarios 
could surpass the suicide pact he made

"Stop sulking about it, senator. We did all we 
could to stop our pay raise, but we lost. Right?" 


with his fiancee, Nicole Barrett. He 
lured her into the pact, with romantic 
poetry and artful appeals. Then he made 
sure she would take a lethal dose, while 
he carefully limited his own overdose, 
Dr. Brown told us. 
As an added precaution, Gilmore 
swallowed his Seconal capsules shortly 
before the regular prison rounds, so he 
would be discovered in time, according 
to the doctor. It turned out that he was 
found even earlier by a prison technician 
who stopped by his cell to inform him of 
a long-distance call from singer Johnny 
Cash. 
Gilmore was revived, no worse for the 
experience, in time to bask in the latest 
publicity. But poor Nicole, discovered by 
neighbors in the nick of time, barely 
pulled through. Said Dr. Brown: 
"Gilmore was a manipulator of people, 
of even his closest friends." 
The doomed man appeared nervous as 
he boarded the truck for the execution 
room. Dr. Brown recalled. Yet Gilmore 
maintained his macho manner until the 
end He told the doctor that he hoped 
there were "no hard feelings" over his 
past conduct. Dr. Brown asked whether 
Gilmore had any last requests. "How 
about a bulletproof vest?" smiled the 
condemned killer. 
Of course, the last has not been heard 
of Gary Gilmore. Promoters are prepar­ 
ing to immortalize him in print, on film 
and on T-shirts. Already, his death-row 
romance with Nicole is taking on the 
dimensions of another Bonnie and Clyde 
legend 


But before the legend completely 
transcends reality, the true story should 
be told. The prison records show that he 
ran away from home at 12. that he was 
busted for auto theft at 14 and that he 
hung out with street gangs in Portland, 
Ore. 


He constantly sought new 
thrills 
through both crime and sex. At an early 
age. he experimented with bisexual rela­ 
tions. Then he joined a homosexual 
group, though he had no homosexual 
tendencies, for "the ultimate in thrill 
seeking." This led to "serious per­ 
sonality defects," according to his psy­ 
chological profile. 


At age 18, he sought a new thrill by 
raping young girls. He also was in and 
out of jail. He began his suicidal 
theatrics in the 1960s He slashed his 
wrists, tried to hang himself and took an 
overdose of pills. He was committed to 
the Oregon state hospital four times in 
1963-'64 
He refused to cooperate with prison 
psychiatrists He rejected group therapy 
and gave flippant answers to the psy­ 
chiatrists’ questions. Yet he was not con­ 
sidered insane but merely "anti-social," 
with "severe personality disorder." 


Said Dr. Brown: "Gilmore killed two 
young fathers in cold blood and commit­ 
ted practically every other crime in the 
book. Most of the other inmates at the 
prison were relieved to see him dead." 
This is the folk hero, who is about to be 
immortalized,

perialism. A state that 
is not industrialized 
cannot, so the argu­ 
ment goes, proceed 
through the necessary 
metamorphoses 
Marxism foresees the struggle between 
the property-owners and the workers, 
resulting in the ascendancy of the 
workers, the socialization of property 
and of the means of production, distribu­ 
tions and exchange, a great historial 
period during which there is a dissipation 
of those tensions that mounted under the 
old order; followed by the disappearance 
of the state. 
Under this definition, rigorously ap­ 
plied, there is no Communist state 
anyw here. China was barely in­ 
dustrialized in 1949, and in any event it 
was peasants, not industrial workers 
who made up the legions finally com­ 
manded by Mao tse-Tung.

the perquisites of the old capitalist class, 
plus the indescribable pleasures of being 
able to torment and torture people they 
don’t like; and, after 
years of power, 
enjoy a state apparatus that makes 
Nicholas II look like the czar of Monaco. 
Solzhenitsyn informs us that he doubts 
that there is anybody at all — not one in­ 
dividual — living in Russia who believes 
in Marxism.

Accordingly, we must reason not a 
priori from the general to the particular, 
as Mr. Galbraith is forever doing, but a 
posteriori, from the particular to the 
general, in search of the modern mean­ 
ing of a Leninist-Marxist state. I tend to 
the conclusion that being a definition of a 
Jew is somebody who believes he is a 
Jew. Who will say him nay? 
Consider Angola, now. Hardly an in­ 
dustrial state. Hardly a state that has 
passed through M arx’s transitional 
stages. But recently its leader in a state 
speech described it as a "Marxist- 
Leninist republic." This brought a great 
guffaw froiti the distinguished British 
journalist Lord Chalfont, who com­ 
mented that that designation was 
"presumably in honor of those two 
celebrated African tribal philosophers." 
But, actually, if we survey history 
s'hee the first Communist coup d’etat in 
search of the attributes of states that 
consider themselves Marxist-Leninist, 
we find, after a short exercise in reduc- 
t» ‘nism, that they are uniform in: I) 
hostility to private property; 2) hostility 
to other human freedoms; 3) hostility to 
religion . 4) hostility to countries that do 
not share those hostilities. That is really 
all it takes. What country dares call 
itself a Marxist country with total 
doctrinal fidelity? As many countries as 
would dare call themselves Christian 
countries if it were supposed that these 
are countries whose people and gover­ 
nors practice the doctrines of Christ. 
The other morning brought the news 
that the Soviet Union’s USA Institute, 
whose leader the day before reassured 
President Carter that the Soviet Union 
harbored no hostility against us, gave an 
honorary degree to the U. S. Communist 
leader Henry Winston. Mr. Winston’s 
citation is a classic statement of Marxist 
eschatology, which is now Marxist cant 
Listen; Winston is cited for "his out­ 
standing contribution to the scientific 
analysis of the practical aspects of the 
revolutionary struggle of the working 
class, of all the progressive forces of 
America against racism and for a 
democratic and social reformation of 
society." And they made fun of people 
who wondered how many angeis could 
stand on the head of a pin.
